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Sanctuary: Service and Work 


O, May 4, 1986, CSZ became the 
first synagogue in San Francisco to 
adopt a Covenant of Sanctuary to sup- 
port refugees who have fled violence 
and persecution in their homelands. 
We made this decision after much dis- 
cussion, with a growing awareness of 
the large number of refugees who are 
coming to the Bay Area, especially 
from El Salvador and Guatemala. We 
remembered the many times that we 
as Jews have had to flee our homes 
and seek refuge in other countries. 

Our Covenant commits us to raise 
funds to pay for the release of at least 
one Central American refugee who has 
been incarcerated by the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. This will 
allow the refugee to remain here while 
seeking political asylum, rather than to 
be deported to face possible torture or 
death. Our resolution also commits us 
to work for the reform of laws that, as 
now interpreted, severely limit the 
availability of political asylum. We also 
agreed to encourage CSZ members to

Va’ad Report 


President Irene Ogus opened the 
Va’ad’s regular monthly meeting on 
Monday, March 9. In his D’var Torah, 
Rabbi Kahn explained the term kehilah 
kedoshah, a holy community. We are the 
synagogue. Rabbi Kahn asked us to 
consider that being a member of Sha’ar 
Zahav is being a member of a holy 
community, committed to tikkun olam. 

We reviewed the regional UAHC 
Biennial in San Rafael, which was at- 
tended by several members and 
officers of Sha’ar Zahav. Rabbi Kahn 
led a Shabbat morning service, and the 
Sha’ar Zahav Ensemble provided 
warmly received entertainment at the 
Convention Dinner Saturday evening. 

The Va’ad decided that the Sunday, 
May 31 Congregational Meeting will 
begin at 4 p.m. 

Finance Committee chair Don Albert 
presented a proposed (and balanced) 
budget for 1987/88. The Va’ad voted 
its preliminary approval of the budget, 
which, if approved at the next Va’ad 
meeting, will go to the membership for 
a vote at the May 31 Congregational 
Meeting. Irene thanked Don and the 
Finance Committee for their hard 
work. The Va’ad also decided to im- 
plement a Building Fund Assessment 
fee, which will be set at $30 per adult 
wage earner. 

Rabbi Kahn reported on his recent 
trip to Hebrew Union College-Jewish 
Institute of Religion in New York, 
where he addressed groups of stu- 
dents and met with individual 
students, faculty, and staff there, 
educating them about gay and lesbian 
Jews and Sha’ar Zahav. 

The Va’ad approved Eric Keitel’s 
motion to accept four new members. 
Irene read a list of eight candidates 
running for the five seats on the Va’ad 
that will become vacant, meaning this 
year’s election is contested. 

Eric reported on plans to celebrate 
CSZ’s Tenth Anniversary on Saturday, 
August 8. Plans are to encourage as 
many people as possible to attend this 
event. 

Social Action chair Ami Zusman 
reported on the success of the Tender- 
loin Shabbat program in which several 
of Sha’ar Zahav’s members _par- 
ticipated. 


Irene noted that two members 


dedicated rooms at the Coming Home 
Hospice; one of the rooms is dedicated 
in memory of the members of Con- 
gregation Sha’ar Zahav who have died 
of AIDS. 

UAHC Liaison Mike Rankin repor- 
ted he is writing an article for the next 
issue of Keeping Posted, which will dis- 
cuss AIDS. A three-hour workshop on 
AIDS will be included in this year’s 
national UAHC Biennial in Chicago. 
Mike distributed copies of the reso- 
lution on AIDS passed by the delegates 
to the Fifteenth Biennial Convention of 
the Northern California Council of the 
UAHC on March 1. 

Notable at this meeting of the Va’ad 
was the unanimous approval of all the 
motions made, and this productive 
meeting ended with the customary 
singing of Oseh Shalom.

From the Rabbi 


Hope, Liberation and Redemption 


In every generation, each person must see 
oneself as having gone forth from Egypt. 


Passover falls during the month of 
Nisan, the first month in the Jewish 
calendar. (No, Rosh Hashanah falls in 
the seventh month. Ask Aunt Yente 
why.) The Exodus, Judaism’s central 
symbol, marks the “beginning of 
time”—history is not the same before 
or after. We return to the Exodus and 
re-turn its story year after year without 
exhausting its many layers of meaning. 
As Passover approaches, three themes 
seem especially significant to me: 
Hope, Liberation, and Redemption. 

Hope: There is no creed or confes- 
sion which one must accept to be con- 
sidered a good Jew. Nonetheless, I 
believe that hope is the primary Jewish 
obligation. In every generation, no 
matter how dark the hour, our ances- 
tors were strengthened by the memory 
of our bondage and ultimate liberation 
from Mitzrayim. Hope is the most im- 
portant mitzvah for only with the hope 
of redemption can the oppressed im- 
agine and then create their freedom. In 
our congregation’s liturgy, we praise 
the Holy One who is “faithful to bring 
life even when hope is dead.” 

Liberation is on-going. It can be 
difficult to consider ourselves in bon- 
dage. In truth, we are free from many 
of the oppressions our people have 
known before: economic insecurity, 
political and _ social _ restrictions, 
violence and the threat of violence. 
But, in truth, we are still oppressed: as 
gay and lesbian people, as women, as 
disabled people, as economically mar- 
ginal individuals in a_ capitalist 
economy. We are oppressed by illness 
and the threat of illness. Our human 
condition is constantly in tension be- 
tween our real freedom and our real 
oppression. 

Redemption is collective. The Ex- 
odus does not happen to a person, 
family or tribe, but to an entire people. 
Judaism teaches that the liberation of 
the individual cannot be separated 
from that of the community. Stub- 
bornly, our people has always resisted 
the temptation to accept a personal, 
private solution to oppression. The his- 
torical Jewish commitment to suppor- 


ting the rights of others, and laboring 
to secure them, is grounded in our ex- 
perience and memory of the Exodus. 

+ * * * * 

Our Shabbat Ha-Gadol service, on 
the Shabbat evening before Passover, 
will mark the first anniversary of our 
Sanctuary Covenant. At this service, 
we will affirm the connection between 
our own freedom and the freedom of 
all who are now oppressed. 

At our Congregational Seder, we 
will continue to observe the ancient 
custom of Me’ot Chittim—a special ap- 
peal to provide funds for those 
without food at Pesach. This is an op- 
portunity to realize the promise in the 
hagadah: “Let all who are hungry 
come and eat.” 

If you would like to sell your hametz, 
please contact me.

That had to 
be the most important thing we ac- 
complished in San Rafael. 

But when the ensemble sang, well, it 
was one of those special times to be 
savored, and retained in the memory. 
Perhaps it meant more because of the 
losses we've sustained. For a_ brief 
moment the chorus gave us a taste of 
how good Shabbat—and life—can be. 

Now on to Chicago in October for 
the National UAHC Biennial. More on 
that later, but if you think you might 
like to go, tell the synagogue office and 
I'll give you the details.

Hans, murdered in the Holocaust, at 
last has a proper memorial.

Community Mitzvot 


Sha’ar Zahav is proud of the con- 
tributions of our members and our 
community to the realization of the 
Coming Home Hospice on Diamond 
Street. The hospice will care for people 
with AIDS and other life-threatening 
conditions who need more assistance 
than they can receive at home, but less 
than in a hospital. This hospice is the 
first of its kind in the nation, and was 
made possible through the efforts of 
the Coming Home and SF Hospice or- 
ganizations. 

Among major donors were CSZ 
members Walt Leiss, who dedicated 
the main lounge in memory of Sha’ar 
Zahav members who have died of 
AIDS, and Al Baum, who donated 
funds for a private room. Through the 
efforts of David Stein, the Showplace 
Square Showroom Association pro- 
vided most of the furnishings for the 
15 rooms and two lounges in the 
facility. 

Surgeon General Everett Koop 
visited the hospice, and termed it 
“precisely the kind of facility we are 
going to need in our war to provide 
compassionate care to the enormous 
numbers of people who will be coming 
down with AIDS in the years to come.” 
He called it a “model of what could be 
done nationally.” 


Hebrew Free Loan 
Association 


The Hebrew Free Loan Association of 
San Francisco, which has provided 90 
years of continuous service to the Bay 
Area’s Jewish community, recently ob- 
served Shabbat Mishpatim. This is the 
time when the Torah calls upon Jews 
“not to exact interest from the needy.” 
This Biblical injunction has guided the 
HFLA in helping over a quarter of a 
million Jews to remain self-supporting, 
self-respecting members of the com- 
munity. The local HFLA is one of many 
in dozens of cities throughout the US 
and Canada, representing a resurgence 
of the free loan ethic, a 4,000 year old 
tradition. 

The synagogue office has received 
brochures from the association de- 
scribing its programs, criteria and re- 
quirements.

So Ask Aunt Yente 


Dear Kinderlach, 

So at our seder last year, Aunt Yente 
gave the Maos Chittim appeal. But 
Aunt Yente is takke such a_ shy, 
softspoken person, that while some 
were generous, others didn’t hear. So 
this year, Rabbi Kahn will talk, and to 
him you better listen. 

But you think Aunt Yente won’t get 
her two cents in? So two things. First, 
you shouldn’t confuse Maos Chittim 
with helping the synagogue. Maos 
Chittim (“Money for Wheat”) goes only 
to feed the hungry. The shul you need 
to support also, so that next year there 
can also be a Maos Chittim appeal, a 
Seder, a rabbi to visit Ward 5B, a place 
to pray. 

But Maos Chittim you must also give. 
The seder begins with Hoh Lachmoh, a 
very old prayer which says “let all 
who are hungry come and eat.” This is 
very important; but nebbech it doesn’t 
mean anything unless it comes with 
the Maos Chittim, so that feeding the 
hungry is part of the seder. To say Hoh 
Lachmoh, to offer to share with the 
hungry, and then to do nothing, would 
be disgusting. (You should pardon the 
expression.) So Aunt Yente is sure that 
all of her kinderlach will remember 
this Pesach to give at least something 
to Maos Chittim—even the ones not at 
the shul’s seder. (And why not, Aunt 
Yente would like to know?) 

Dear Aunt Yente, 

So how do I make shmaltz (and what ts 
it, anyway)? 

Hungry in the Haight 


Dear Hungry, 

What a fine question. Shmaltz is a 
Jewish secret of happiness, a small 
creamy bit of the world to come that 
smells of garlic. You shouldn’t eat too 
much, unless you want to change from 
Hungry in the Haight to, nebbech, Zaf- 
tig at Zims; but if you use shmaltz as 
the fat in any kind of savory dish, you 
will get a wonderful taste, and your 
kitchen will smell like springtime in 
Rumania. (Airwick can help.) 

So how do you make it? So you take 
raw chicken fat and maybe skin (this 
you can store up, wrapped in the 
freezer), clean and dry it. So how 
much fat? So how much shmaltz do 
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you want? Aunt Yente uses three 
handfuls to get, maybe, a cup shmaltz. 

Cut into little cubes, and while 
you're at it so cube a nice onion, and 
chop up some garlic. (So how much 
garlic? So how close do you stand to 
people? Maybe four, five nice cloves.) 
You have an oven that can be set 425? 
So put it in, uncovered. 

Every once in a while you stir. In 
about half an hour, when it starts get- 
ting brown, you should watch. The 
onion should end up colored halfway 
between spongecake and honeycake. If 
not brown enough, the flavor is shvach; 
but if too dark, it will taste burned, 
and you'll throw it out and use Crisco. 
Nebbech. 

When you like the color, so let it cool 
a little, and strain through a clean 
piece cloth into a jar. (It shouldn’t be so 
hot it should crack the glass.) If liquid 
separates at the bottom, pour the 
shmaltz off into another jar. Covered in 
your refrigerator, the shmaltz will last a 
little longer than your refrigerator. 

The solids left in the strainer are 
called grieven. If you don’t want it, 
your Aunt Yente does (just mail it care 
of the Forward); but instead you should 
save it in the freezer. In pot roast or 
mashed potatoes it gives a taam that 
comes only from completely giving up 
on your arteries; and if your health in- 
surance is paid up, you can even eat 
some straight (you should pardon the 
expression) on matzoh or bread.

Dear Aunt Yente, 
So I made your shmaltz. So now what 
do I do with it? 
Still Hungry in the Haight 


Dear Hungry, 

No, no. You did not make your Aunt 
Yente’s shmaltz. She made it all herself, 
and she’s proud of every bit (except 
for takke a little around the hips, but to 
get rid of this she is planning an 
aerobic seder: “Who knows one? two, 
three”). But your own shmaltz, Aunt 
Yente is happy to tell you what to do 
with; also she will share a favorite 
seder recipe, for Matzoh Farfel. 

You'll take a pound box matzoh far- 
fel; two eggs; a big onion, diced; two 
or three tablespoons shmaltz; and six 
glasses water with enough salt and 
pepper. (You'll taste.) A small handful 
grieven is optional, but you'll thank 
Aunt Yente for it. 

Earlier in the day, beat two eggs and 
mix them evenly through the farfel un- 
til all absorbed. Let dry (at least an 
hour). Put everything else in a big 
covered pot. 

Just before the seder, boil it and add 
the farfel. Turn the light down very 
low, and cover. At the Four Questions, 
check to see if is enough water; usually 
there is, but if it is too dry (it should 
look like stuffing) add a_ half-glass 
water. 

Stir every so often, and let cook until 
after Moror (about an hour). Then eat 
in good health. Yield: Too much. 

Aunt Yente 

(So if you don’t have shmaltz, you 
could brown some onion and garlic in 
oil, and use three tablespoons of the 
oil, but Aunt Yente makes no 
guarantees.)
